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PRESIDENT’S  ADDRESS. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Trade: 

Gentlemen — I  desire,  at  the  end  of  my  term,  in  retiring  as  President 
of  your  honorable  body,  to  thank  you  for  your  uniform  courtesy  and 
consideration. 

The  year  just  closing  will  stand  as  one  of  the  most  fruitful  our  city 
has  ever  experienced.  To  the  gradual  development  from  boyhood  to 
manhood — from  the  immature  bud  to  the  full-blown  rose — may  be 
likened  our  advancement  as  a  city  and  of  the  bodies  that  go  to  make  it 
up.  Our  character,  capacity,  energy,  strength  and  prosperity  as  a 
community  is  now  recognized  in  quarters,  heretofore  slow  in  its  praise. 
Our  merchants,  manufacturers,  artisans  and  our  municipal  charter  are 
not  in  second  place  any  longer,  but  are  in  the  best  form  and  entitled  to 
the  highest  consideration  and  respect.  We  have  attracted  larger  manu¬ 
facturing  interests  to  our  already  large  family  of  manufacturers  than 
ever  before  in  one  year.  Larger  investments  of  foreign  capital  have 
been  made  in  our  midst  and  more  confidence  shown  for  the  future  than 
we  have  heretofore  enjoyed.  We  have  improved  our  streets ;  added  to 
our  conveniences  and  comfort ;  beautified  and  extended  the  limits  of  our 
city,  and  adopted  plans  to  still  further  add  to  these  which,  as  they  approach 
completion,  will  make  Indianapolis  most  desirable  as  a  place  of  residence. 

Our  bank  clearances  for  the  past  year  were  larger  than  ever  before, 
and  our  present  bank  balances  have  never  before  been  reached.  That 
tells  the  story  of  increased  business,  and  is  an  advertisement  in  every 
Associated  Press  paper  every  Saturday  morning  worthy  of  consideration. 

Our  superior  location  relative  to  the  population  of  the  United  States 
and  the  many  physical  advantages  presented  by  our  State,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  surrounding  us,  is  a  guarantee  of  our  continued  prosperity  and 
progress.  It  only  remains  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  wTith  such  assistance 
as  other  organizations  and  interested  individuals  can  render,  to  bring  us 
to  the  very  front  rank  of  America’s  enterprising,  prosperous,  and  most 
attractive  cities. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  within  the  year  of  our 
administration  active  steps  have  been  taken  to  add  three  new  railroad 
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lines  to  our  present  superb  list.  The  Chicago,  Logansport  &  Indianapo¬ 
lis  Road  has  been  surveyed,  and  work,  we  are  assured,  will  soon 
commence  upon  its  construction.  The  Indianapolis  &  Chattanooga 
Southern  has  been  partially  surveyed,  and  if  it  is  built  will  undoubtedly 
prove  the  best  road  for  Indianapolis  that  we  may  possess.  My  position 
as  President  of  your  honorable  body  made  me  ambitious  to  secure  this 
road,  and  upon  presentation  of  the  route  and  survey  I  was  easily  induced 
to  accept  the  Presidency  of  the  new  corporation  until  such  time  as  a 
competent  railroad  man  could  be  secured  for  it.  The  road  contemplates 
running  from  Indianapolis  to  Rockport,  on  the  Ohio  River,  thence  via 
Owensboro,  Ky. ,  to  Chattanooga  and  the  South.  The  Indiana  country 
through  which  it  runs  is  almost  entirely  without  railroad  facilities,  and 
abounds  with  coal  and  building  stone  of  the  highest  class  in  greatest 
abundance.  Its  building  will  bring  to  Indianapolis  millions  of  dollars 
of  new  business  in  all  departments  now  controlled  by  other  and  distant 
markets. 

A  company  is  also  being  formed  to  build  a  direct  route  to  Detroit  via 
Fort  Wayne,  running  through  the  gas  belt  and  best  agricultural  districts 
of  Indiana,  and  opening  up  a  Northern  trade  that  should  properly 
belong  to  Indianapolis. 

Neither  of  these  enterprises  have  asked  for  any  assistance  at  our  hands 
other  than  what  I  have  personally  rendered  the  Southern  road,  but  I 
have  assured  them  that  we  stand  ready  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  forward 
the  matter,  when  presented  to  us  properly,  as  far  as  we  can  consistently 
and  with  all  our  energy,  and  to  that  end  1  bespeak  the  cooperation  of 
the  new  officers  and  Board  of  Governors. 

I  am  happy  in  congratulating  the  Board  on  the  condition  of  its 
finances  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  before  you 
to-night.  I  will  hope  the  surplus  may  be  allowed  to  accumulate,  and 
that  no  division  of  it  will  be  made  among  our  members  as  has  heretofore 
been  done.  In  this  connection  I  beg  your  attention  to  the  growing 
necessity  for  a  new  building  and  the  possibility  of  needing  our  surplus 
in  that  direction,  especially  so  if  an  opportunity  to  dispose  of  our  present 
property  advantageously  arises. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  that  our  membership  is  full ;  not  a 
vacancy  exists,  notwithstanding  the  unusual  mortality  among  our  mem¬ 
bers  the  past  year.

PROMOTING  THE  INTERESTS  OF  INDIANAPOLIS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  a  committee  of  eight  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  was  engaged  with  the  Indianapolis  Light  Artillery  in  preparing  for  a  grand 
military  encampment,  representatives  of  which  organization  had  previously  met 
with  the  Board  and  requested  its  cooperation  in  the  project.  Preliminary  meet¬ 
ings  were  held  in  our  rooms,  and  correspondence  opened  with  the  noted  military 
organizations  of  the  country,  the  result  of  which  joint  efforts  was  the  bringing  of 
many  of  these  organizations  to  our  city,  and  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  here 
until  the  striking  of  tents,  the  details  of  this  event  were  widely  circulated  by  the 
newspapers  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  Union,  and  Indianapolis  given  a  prom¬ 
inence  which  was  certainly  of  great  benefit  to  our  people  by  reason  of  the  adver¬ 
tisement,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many  visitors  the  occasion  brought  to  the  city. 
The  encampment  was  quite  successful  financially,  and  socially  it  has  never  been 
equaled. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Governing  Committee,  held  August  3,  1891,  resolutions 
offered  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Conner  were  adopted,  to  the  effect  “  that  this  Board  of  Trade 
offers  hearty  cooperation  with  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  in  furthering  prepa¬ 
rations  for  the  then  coming  State  Fair,  and  stands  ready  to  assist  in  securing  the- 
fullest  exhibition  of  the  State’s  resources  and  industries.” 
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The  President  appointed  Messrs.  J.  B..  Conner,  J.  A.  Wildman  and  W.  B. 
Holton,  a  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  in  the  fur¬ 
therance  of  these  purposes.  Several  joint  conferences  were  held  with  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  State  Board,  who  expressed  their  desire  for  the  cooperation  of 
the  business  interests  of  the  city,  and  solicited  suggestions  from  our  committee 
looking  to  the  common  interests. 

The  committee  reported  later  that  such  steps  had  been  taken  as  seemed  most 
desirable  in  promotion  of  the  State  Fair,  which  proved  to  be  the  most  successful 
ever  held. 

October  5,  1891,  an  invitation  from  the  Board  of  Trade  was  extended  to  the 
National  Encampment  Union  Veteran  Legion,  requesting  the  holding  of  its  next 
annual  encampment  at  Indianapolis. 

The  invitation  was  presented  at  the  session  held  in  Reading,  Pa.,  October  14, 
1891,  and  although  other  cities  were  competing  for  the  encampment,  Indianapolis 
was  the  successful  competitor,  and  the  National  Body  will  convene  in  our  city  in 
October  next. 

November  17th  to  24th,  1891,  the  National  Farmers’  Alliance  and  Industrial 
Union,  convened  in  our  Board  of  Trade  Hall,  by  invitation  of  the  President,  who, 
with  members  of  the  Committee  on  Arrangements,  had  met  with  the  Executive 
Committee  from  that  organization  and  induced  it  to  select  Indianapolis  as  a  loca¬ 
tion '.for  the  convention. 

December  7,  1891,  an  invitation  was  extended  to  the  National  Democratic 
Central  Committee,  requesting  it  to  select  the  city  of  Indianapolis  in  which  to  hold 
the  National  Convention  of  that  party  in  1892,  and  Messrs.  D.  P.  Erwin,  J.  A. 
Wildman,  Thomas  L.  Sullivan,  John  W.  Murphy,  Medford  B.  Wilson,  Elijah 
B.  Martindale,  and  George  W.  Sloan,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  cooperate 
with  other  organizations  in  the  city,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  acceptance  of 
the  invitation.  While  not  successful  in  this,  the  efforts  of  the  committee  were  not 
entirely  without  good  results  for  the  future  interests  of  Indianapolis. 

On  the  same  date,  Mr.  George  G.  Tanner  presented  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted,  calling  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment  building  in  the  city,  and  the  lack  of  proper  facilities  for  receiving  and  dis¬ 
tributing  the  mails,  and  the  transaction  of  the  Government  business  at  this  point, 
and  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  of  Trade  there  should  be  erected  in  In¬ 
dianapolis,  without  delay,  a  building  suited  to  the  growing  needs  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  business  in  this  city,  and  that  a  full  square  of  ground  should  be  purchased  by 
the  Government  as  a  site  for  such  a  building.  A  committee  was  appointed  con¬ 
sisting  of  Messrs.  George  G.  Tanner,  Volney  T.  Malott,  Albert  Baker,  E.  C.  Atkins 
and  K.  R.  Shiel  to  cooperate  with  Government  officials  and  others  in  an  effort  to 
secure  a  new  Federal  building  for  our  city.  Statistics  and  much  valuable  in¬ 
formation  bearing  upon  the  question  was  prepared,  and  the  same  placed  in  the 
hands  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  at  Washington,  with  the  request  that 
all  influence  be  brought  to  bear  for  an  early  and  successful  termination  of  the  pro¬ 
ject,  and  the  prospects  seems  flattering  for  favorable  action  by  the  Government. 

January  4,  1892,  the  question  of  publishing  a  book,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  similar  to  the  one  published  in  1889,  and  entitled,  "  The  Indus¬ 
tries  of  Indianapolis,”  was  considered  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing, 
which  reported  at  the  next  meeting  in  favor  of  publishing  a  work  descriptive  of 
Indianapolis,  or  in  some  manner  to  judiciously  advertise  the  city.  The  report 
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was  adopted,  and  the  Committee  was  instructed  to  secure  the  publication  of  such  a 
boob.  The  work  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  publishers  and  will  be  completed  in 
the  near  future. 

February  1,  1892,  Messrs.  George  G.  Tanner,  John  W.  Murphy,  Roscoe  O. 
Hawkins,  D.  A.  Richardson  and  George  W.  Sloan,  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
present  certain  resolutions  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  requesting  a  compliance 
with  the  petition  of  the  State  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Monument  Commission  for  the 
improvement  of  Circle  and  contiguous  radiating  streets  during  the  present  season, 
that  the  work  might  be  hastened  to  completion  at  the  earliest  day  practicable  and 
opened  to  the  public. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  presented  the  resolutions 
and  stated  in  addition  that  in  case  the  Citizens’  Street  Railway  Company  was 
willing  to  remove  its  tracks  from  Circle  Street,  no  other  street  railway  company 
should  be  given  the  privilege  to  re-occupy  the  same,  and,  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee,  it  would  be  no  detriment  to  the  Citizens’  Company  to  remove  said 
tracks. 

March  7,  1892,  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Governing  Committee,  re¬ 
questing  the  County  Commissioners  to  construct  a  bridge  over  White  River  east 
of  the  Vincennes  railroad  co-terminus  with  Kentucky  Avenue,  on  each  side  of  the 
river,  and  requesting  the  city  authorities  to  have  the  railroad  tracks  removed 
from  said  avenue. 

Also,  on  the  same  date,  resolutions  were  adopted  setting  forth  that  the  old 
burying  ground  situated  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  city,  and  known  as  Green 
Lawn  Cemetery,  had  been  discontinued  as  a  place  of  interment,  that  the  same 
could  be  utilized  to  great  advantage  to  the  city,  and  requesting  the  city  authorities 
to  condemn  said  property  to  be  used  for  park  purposes. 

April  4,  1892,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  B.  F.  Havens,  Executive  Commissioner 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition  for  Indiana,  a  committee  from  the  Board  of  Trade 
was  appointed  to  co-operate  with  him  in  his  efforts  to  secure  exhibitors  to  the 
coming  World’s  Fair. 

Said  Committee  employed  a  solicitor  who  canvassed  the  city  for  such  exhib¬ 
itors,  and  his  report  to  this  Board  shows  that  between  sixty  and  seventy  firms  in 
this  city  have  applied  for  space  to  make  exhibits.

POST-OFFICE. 

The  post-office  of  a  growing  city  is  one  of  the  sure  tests  of  the  extent  of  the 
growth  of  the  city.  The  story  which  the  statistics  of  the  Indianapolis  Post-office 
tells  is  a  pleasing  one  for  all  those  who  take  a  pride  in  the  growth  of  the  city,  its 
general  prosperity,  and  the  evidence  of  a  more  general  communication  with  the 
outside  world. 

Sale  of  Stamps. — The  receipts  of  the  Indianapolis  Post-office  for  stamps  during 
the  year  1886  were  $173,990.02,  against  $270,325.13  in  1891,  an  increase  of  $96,- 
335.11  in  five  years,  or  55.6  per  cent. 

During  the  year  1891,  23,968  domestic,  and  1,915  foreign  money  orders,  and 
15,314  postal  notes  were  sold  at  this  office,  by  all  of  which,  $280,020.01  in  cash  was 
distributed.  Also,  in  the  same  year  108,222  domestic  money  orders,  aggregating 
$1,173,425.75;  783  foreign  money  orders,  aggregating  $13,423.37,  and  56,978  postal 
notes,  calling  for  $99,923.58  were  cashed  here,  in  all,  $1,286,772.69.  That  is,  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1891,  an  aggregate  of  $1,566,792.70  was  distributed  through  the  In¬ 
dianapolis  Post-office,  and  an  aggregate  of  207,177  customers  were  practically 
attended  to  in  the  transaction  of  business. 
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The  gross  money  receipts  in  1886  were  $204,943.15,  and  in  1891,  it  amounted 
to  $439,954.28,  making  an  increase  in  five  years  of  $235,011.13.  In  1881,  a  force 
of  seventy-one  employes  was  adequate  to  do  the  work  of  this  office,  and  in  1891,  it 
required  133  to  perform  the  work. 

In  closing  this  report  your  Secretary  desires  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
through  the  kindness  of  the  local  freight  agents  of  the  several  railroads  centering 
in  Indianapolis,  he  has  been  enabled  to  keep  a  record  in  his  office  of  the  daily 
local  business  done  by  each  road  during  the  year.  I  venture  to  indulge  the  hope 
that  this  office  may  be  favored  with  a  continuation  of  these  courtesies,  which  I  am 
sure  are  duly  appreciated.
